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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the latest amendments do not overcome the 
§112, second paragraph, rejections. For example, regarding the limitation: the plurality of apertures being 'transferred accurately' from 
one plate to another, - it is unclear whether or not Applicant is trying to claim some process steps pertaining to making the plate 
assembly. 

Applicant argues that Nanataki does not teach horizontal apertures in the second sintered sheet connecting the vertical apertures 
in the first sintered sheet with the vertical apertures in the third sintered sheet, as recited in claim 30. 

Examiner disagrees. As was discussed earlier, Nanataki et al. disclose a multi-layer ceramic member comprising, as shown in Figure 3B, 
layer 7 ['first green-sheet' - Ex.] with a plurality of vertical apertures, the first underlying layer 9 ['second green-sheet* - Ex.] with a plurality 
of horizontal apertures, the second underlying layer 9 ['third green-sheet' - Ex.] with a plurality of vertical apertures, and the third 
underlying layer 9 ['supporting plate abutting the third green-sheet and having 'patterned' apertures' - Ex.]. The horizontal apertures of the 
second green-sheet connect the vertical ones of the first and the third green-sheets.
